There are indications that a similar s.tuation exists in England, where

should eat more bread 

With many of the former markets virtually closed to Canadian wheat 
and the British market showing a tendency to shrink, due to changing 
dietetic tastes, or whatever the cause may be. the outlook is not reassuring 
to the Western Canadian farme? 

The farmer organizations are becoming alive to the need for taking 
some steps to deal with these conditions and it is to be hoped that some 
effective program can be devised with all interests working together to a 
common aim 

In some quarters it is suggested that this an opportunity for the 
Canadian Wheat Board to take the initiative in co-operation with the De- 
partment of Trade and Commerce. It is pointed out that the Wheat Board, 
under the Canada Wheat Board Act, is vested with wide enough powers in 
section S sub-section B, which gives the board authority “to sell and dis- 
pose of, from time to time, all wheat which the board may acquire for such 
price as it may consider reasonable with the object: of promoting the sale 
and use of Canadian wheat in the world markets.”

Under compression it is a liquid, but 
if released to atmospheric pressure it 
becomes a gas.

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Investigation Program 
Have Brought Results 


Hitherto unclassified regions be- 
lieved favorable for gold production 
in the west and copper-nickel min- 
eralization and natural gas-petroleum 
areas in the east have been disclosed 
this year by the federal $1,000,000 
geological surveys -and investigation 
program, Dr. Charles Camsell said at 
Vancouver. 

Although the geologic parties have 
not yet had time to compile their 
complete reports, the program has 
been successful in classifying these 
unknown districts, the deputy mini- 
ster of mines told delegates to. the 
western meeting of the Canadian In- 
stitute. of Mining and Metallurgy. 

The program, which got under way 
last June, embodied 65 _ projects 
spread over the Yukon, Northwest 
Territories and every Canad‘an prov- 
ince with the exception of Prince Ed- 
ward Island. Close to 1,000 persons 
were employed in the 188 field parties 
wh:ch engaged on the geological and 
{ »pographical surveys. 

The reconna'ssance of the Yellow 
Knife river district in the Northwest 
Territories disclosed approximately 
2,900 square miler, or 30 per cent. of 
the area, could be classified as gold 
prospecting territory, the deputy 
minister sad. 

Another project indicated some 200 
rquare miles in Manitoba could be 
cons'dered favorable for gold occur- 
rences, and some unprospected areas 


with similar possibilities were found)

All of us are familiar wth the 
ordinary type of snapshots but few 
have made silhouette pictures. With 
this type of picture, even more than} 
with ordinary snaps, it is important, 


| that the pictures tell their own story 


unless, of course, you want simply 
a profile head and ee study— 
for you have only outlnes to work 
with unsupported by perspective or 
detail. 

The first essential of silhouette 
pictures is a perfectly flat back- 
ground, devoid of detail And the 
easiest way to obtain such a_back- 
ground is to stretch a bed sheet 
across a broad doorway between two 
rooms; It’s important that the sheet 
be tacked up so that all creases and 
wrinkles are eliminated. 

To Nght up this background, a

JAPAN AND CHINA 

Japan and China have been at war on a 
number of occasions over the centuries with 
honors equally divided. It is only in compar- 
atively recent vears that the Japanese have 
shown predominance at arms and this was 
due to the modernization of the nation. 

In the second century the Japanese Em- 
press Jengo successfully invaded Korea, 
cording to tradition. In the eleventh century 
the first foreign attack on Japan was made 
by a tribe of Manchurian freebooters. There- 
after Japan was left in peace for two cen- 
turies, When she was subjected to two tre- 
mendous the mighty Mongol 
emperor and warrior, Kublai Khan. 

In the sixteenth century Japan went on 
the offensive and the Shogun Hideyoshi at- 
tacked Korea. A potent army was landed 
and proved victorious in one battle after an- 
other. Then a Korean naval genius, Yi-sun, 
built a navy which destroyed the Japanese 
war vessels and swept their transports. off 
the leaving the Japanese armies 
stranded on the mainland, where they were 
finally destroyed. 

Japan then went into famous seclu- 
sion for two hundred being routed 
therefrom in 1853 by Commodore Perry of 
the United States. The commodore’s coun- 
try may yet regret the taking of this step for 
the action aroused Japan into a moderniza- 
tion campaign unequalled in world history. 
She fought and defeated first China and then 
the mighty Russian empire. True she did 
not make any great immediate yains from 
these victories, but seems be doing so 
right now. The present intention obviously 
amounts to the complete conquest of China. 
Japan already Korea, Manchuria and 
Jehol in the bag and is reaching for five ad- 
ditional North China provinces, which will 
give her power over another 100 million 
Chinese. A Japanese empire in complete 
control of immense China would be a power- 
ful world entity indeed!

The individual trader, out 
for huge war profits, would have to bear the 
risk himself... We cannot keep out of war 
and at the same time enforce the freedom of 
the seas—that is, the freedom to make profits 
out of countries in a death struggle.’’—Rear 
Admiral William S. Sims.

Tolls On Suez Canal - 
Estimate Places Italy's Payment 
Already To Be $3,750,000 

The Port Said correspondent of the 
London Times has contributed some 
figures ‘throwing light on an obscure 
item in the cost of Italy’s Ethiopian 
campaign. Up to the first of Octo- 
ber approximately 200,000 Italian 
soldiers, officials and civilians. had 
passed southward through the Suez 
Canal, some in such large ships as 
the Saturnia, others in 1,000-ton 
steamships taken from the Italian 
coasting trade. Large ocean-going 
ships, such as the Saturnia or the 
Lombardia, can carry 4,500 soldiers 
on each trip; on each passage 
through the canal such a liner would 
have to pay $45,000 in canal charges, 
while the cost to a smaller vessel 
might run as high as $15,000. On 
the basis of the number of men who 
went through the canal in eight 
months the Port Said correspondent 
| estimates that the Italian Govern- 
ment has paid something like $3,- 
750,000 to the canal company in this 
period. Before the campaign is over 
and the troops can be withdrawn this 
| cost will be multiplied several times 
and yet will still remain a minor 
item in the whole cost of transporting 
an army to Africa.—New York Sun.

Spot Cash For Brides, Therefore Old 
Maids Are More Numerous 

Shortage of money is making old 
maids of many women in villages of 
South Serbia. Very few young men 
bent on matrimony can 
“buy’’ wives. 

The economic condition of a large 
section of South Serbia is not so dis- 
couraging as one might be led to sup- 
pose by the acute shortage of money.
